As Treasurer of the Corcorn. Galior of Art, I have filed a detailed 
report with the Director, covering the fi 1 transactions for the calendar 

year 1963, which will be submitted to our auditors. I wish to point out 
certain highlights of my report in this letter and, for your convenience,.each 
of you has been supplied with a copj. 

On December 31, 1963, the Book Value of the investments of the Gallery, 
including cash awaiting investments of $65,257.40, aggregated $2,683,557.99, an 
increase of $40,879.78 in the year 1963. The indicated income from investments 
amounted to $149,378.24, an increase of $5,626.02 or a yield of 5.56% on Book 
Value (1962 yield - 5.43%.) In addition, cash available for expenses amounted 
to $94,259.40, making a total of $2,777,817.39 in Endowment and Operating Funds. 

A summary of the investment securities and cash to the credit of the 
various funds as of December 31, 1963, is given below:

For your information there is attached a summary of transactions in the 
Endowment Funds of the Gallery since the last meeting of the Board. 


The operating income of the. Gallery for the year 1963 amounted to 
$440,440.68 an excess of $19,714.30 over total budget expenses of $420,726.38. 
The budget expended amounted to 99.23%. There are not outstanding obligations 
of the Gallery except current bills for ordinary expenses. 

These satisfactory figures could not be possible without the diligence 
of the Comptroller of the Gallery and the cooperation of the Director and the 
staff.

THE CORCORAN -SCHOOL OF ART 
Quarterly Report 

October 1, 1963 - December 31. 1963 


The last quarter of 1963 brought exciting news to 
the Art School. 

As a reward for the many questionnaires that the 
Dean's office spent endless hours deciphering and answer¬ 
ing for the Ford Foundation, we received an announcement 
on December 3> 1963 from the Foundation advising us that a 
grant of $25,000 to be used for Art School scholarships 
had been awarded. This pleasant news boosted the pride 
in the school to a new high for faculty, staff, and 
student body. 

Mrs. Denby, Chairman of the Women's Committee, advised 
the Dean that authorization had been approved by the Trus¬ 
tees for the expenditure of $4,000 which had been granted 
to the Art School by the Women's Committee for the instal¬ 
lation of a library. The Gallery's maintenance department 
is scheduled to begin work on the necessary structural 
changes by the 15th of January. 

Our annual Faculty Show was a great success due to 
the help of the Women's Committee and of the Associates 
of the Gallery. A reception hostessed by the ladies was 
an added feature. The expenses for the refreshments were 
absorbed personally by ladies of the Committee. Mrs. George 
Webster of the Associates handled the decorations for the 
affair. 

The Washington Post Student Art Awards contest winners 
were exhibited in the school gallery during December after 
an opening reception, .fill costs for this show were paid 
for by the Post. The ladies of the Women's Committee and 
of the Associates again acted as hostesses on the occasion. 

Among the many visitors at the opening reception were 
Leslie Ahlander, art critic; Mrs. Kay Graham, owner of the 
Post; Mr. Alfred Friendly, managing editor of the Post and 
various other dignitaries. 

We did receive a considerable amount of publicity on 
this show and expect that we have established an excellent 
relationship with the Post and that this exhibit shall be 
continued annually. It brings into the school many young 
people from various private and public high schools through¬ 
out this area. -Some of these, we believe, will become 
students at the Art School. 






The Associate® of the Gallery have been kind enough 
to offer to show their subscription films which include 
films 0 n art to our Saturday children's clashes a e a s er _ 
vice at no charge to the school. The first showing was 
a great success. 

The Women's Committee ha° an arrangement with the 
Department of Health, Education and Welfare to maintain a 
changing exhibition of our Saturday children'* clashes 
at the new building of the Family and Child Service® Center 
The Art School received »ome good publicity on the exhibit 
in a feature article that Merle Secre®t wrote for the Post. 

Shoji Hamada, Japane»e potter who had a show of his 
work at the Philips Gallery, gave demonstrations of his 
techniques to an invited audience here in our Ceramics 
Department. 

Visitors to the s c hool included: Mr. John Hawes, 

Head of the College of Art® and Craft® of Birmingham, 
England, who wa® introduced to u® by the British Embassy; 
Dr. Paul Edmonton, Head of the Fine Art Education Depart¬ 
ment, Pennsylvania State College; Ku»nadi, Head of the 
Fine Art® S ec tion, Ministry of Education and Culture, 
Jakarta, Indonesia. 

The Art School i® functioning well. Through a continu 
ing schedule of Faculty meetings, all school problem® and/ 
successes are di®cu®sed and shared.

Gentlemen; 

The Committee on the Building and Grounds begs to submit the 
following report covering the period October 1 - December 31, 1963. 

During the first days of October, the maintenance staff was 
engaged in installing the paintings for the exhibition, Contemporary 
Painting in Belgium which opened on October 3 and continued through 
December 1. 

The Women*s Committee sponsored a luncheon for a similar 
group from the Philadelphia Museum of Art on October 21; which was held 
in the French Room at the Gallery. This afforded an opportunity to 
effect a thorough cleaning of the room. 

A number of stools and tables for the Art School were pur¬ 
chased and painted. 

During the middle of October, the exhibition, Progress of an 
American Collection was installed in galleries 38 , 66 and the tpper atrium. 

A total of 2l;l8 entries for the 16th Area Exhibition were 
received and screened by the Jury in November. The exhibition was 
installed in galleries 62, 63 , 61; and 65 during the first week of 
December. All entries that were not accepted were alphabetized by the 
maintenance staff to facilitate their return to the artists. 
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An exhibition of color photographs by William Bechhoefer, 
sponsored by the Friends of the Corcoran, was installed in gallery 1|3 
where it was on view from November 5> to November 19. 

During the first week of December, I 4 .O reproductions of 
paintings in the Gallery* s collection were framed for use at the Sales 
Desk. 


During December, the Secretary and the Assistant Secretary met 
with members of the Women*s Committee to again review the plans for re¬ 
modeling gallery 30. A meeting of the Building and Grounds Committee was 
also held to review the plans. 

The floors in galleries 72, 73, 7k, 7k, 76, 77 and 79 were 
cleaned and waxed during the month of December. 

During December, the maintenance staff also devoted a considerable 
amount of time to recrating and packing the Contemporary Fainting in Belgium 
exhibition for its United States tour. 

The Assistant Director and Building Superintendent currently are 
preparing a survey of electrical power requirements and hot water lines in 
the Gallery as both will probably require action in the near future.

Whereas the total number of Memberships is the highest ever, many 
individual Members have reduced their category because they are 
contributing to such affilliated groups as The Friends of the 
Corcoran, The Associates of the Corcoran and the Women's Committee 
which recently has raised its Membership dues. These groups which do 
operate for the benefit of the Gallery, nevertheless drain off 
approximately $15,000 from potential income. Much of this, however.
